Make Ciean Sweep 


At the Lancaster Fat Stock Show 


The Lancaster, Pennsylvania, Fat Stock 
Show which was discontinued several years 
ago was held again the third week in June. 
Three classes were provided, one for a car- 
load of fourteen head, one for a half car- 
load of seven head and a class for single 
steers. More than 1,000 head of cattle 
were entered in the sevral classes which 
represented the cream of the feed lots in 
Pennsylvania. 

With all breeds competing the Aberdeen- 
Angus captured every championship in the 
show. Paul Shanbach of Strasburg, Pa., 
had the unique honor of seeing his cattle 
win the championship in the full carload 
division and in the half carload. Both lots 
came out of a carload of feeders purchased 
at the Canadian Exposition, Toronto, Cana- 
da, last fall. The average weight of the 
carload was 1280 pounds and sold at auc- 
tion to The American Stores Company at 
$20.00 per cwt. The half carload weighed 
an average of 1342 pounds and were sold 
to M. Kornbloom, New York City, at $17.50 
per cwt. The reserve champions in each di- 
vision were Aberdeen-Angus. The second 
place carload was fed by W. I. Shaeffer, 
Ephrata, Pa., and were sold to the Nagel 
Packing Company, Jersey City, for $16.90. 
The reserve champion in the half carload 
class went to Calvin Buch of Brownstown, 
Pa. They weighed 1,166 pounds and were 
purchased by Arbogast & Bastian, of Allen- 
town, Pa., for $17.50 per cwt. 

The competition in the individual steer 
class was very keen and a large number of 
entries. This class was won by a thick 
fleshed Aberdeen-Angus steer exhibited by 
C. M. Fasnacht of Ephrata, Pa. The steer

Poultry Feet and Livestock Health 

_ The feet of dressed poultry offered for 
importation into the United States from 
regions in which foot-and-mouth disease or 
rinderpest exists, must be removed, accord. 
ing to a new regulation, effective August 
1, just issued by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. The order, veterinary 
officials of the Bureau of Animal Industry 
believe, will reduce the possibility of intro. 
ducing these foreign diseases, since poultry 
feet are commonly disposed of as garbage 
Infected garbage fed to swine was respon. 
sible for the last two outbreaks of foot. 
and-mouth disease in the United States 
and department officials believe the new 
order should reduce the danger. 

The order is promulgated purely as a 
disease-control measure and is not expected 
to affect trade. Shippers may remove the 
feet of dressed poultry either before ship- 
ment or after arrival at a United States 
port. Removal means the complete sever- 
ing of the feet above the spur core. The 
regulation, designated as B. A. I. Order 
318, provides also for the destruction or dis- 
infection of the severed feet in a manner 
designated by the chief of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry. 

In recent years importations of poultry 
have consisted chiefly of turkeys, most of 
them being from South America. Other 
countries, coming within the scope of the 
order, which have shipped poultry to the 
United States in noteworthy quantities are 
in Southern and Eastern Europe.

of the National Live Stock and Meat Board 


Charles D. Carey, prominent live stock 
man of Cheyenne, Wyo., was elected as 
chairman of the National Live Stock and 
Meat Board for the next fiscal year at the 
closing session of the Board’s sixth annual 
meeting June 28th at the Chicago Athletic 
Association. Mr. Carey succeeds J. H. Mer- 
cer, Topeka, Kans., stockman who had held 
the office for two years. 

Mr. Carey represents the American Na- 
tional Live Stock Association on the Board 
which has as its board of directors men 
from leading live stock associations, the 
National Live Stock Exchange, the Insti- 
tute of American Meat Packers, and meat 
retailers organizations. 

Other officers were re-elected for the en- 
suing year. Thomas E. Wilson, well-known 
Chicago packer, who represents the Insti- 
tute of American Meat Packers on the 
Board, was re-elected as vice-chairman; 


Everett C. Brown, Chicago, of the National 
Live Stock Exchange, as treasurer; and R. 
C. Pollock of Chicago, as secretary-general 
manager. 

The National Live Stock and Meat Board, 
which is said to be the only organization in 
existence representing all branches of a 


great industry, is carrying on an extensive 
program in the interests of all concerned. 
The program consists of scientific research 
work and an educational program. Coop- 
erating with the Board in this work are the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, agricul- 
tural colleges, the National Research Coun- 
cil and many other agencies. 

Tentative plans were formulated for ex- 
panding the work in the future, according 
to General Manager Pollock. Reports pre- 
sented at the meeting revealed excellent 
progress in the activities during the past 
year. This work includes a national coop- 
erative study of the factors influencing the 
quality and palatability of meat in which 
twenty-two state agricultural colleges and 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture are 
taking part. These agencies are working 
on all phases of the subject, beginning at 
breeding and feeding of the animal and are 
carrying through slaughter methods, cook- 
ing experiments, tasting tests, etc. | Fina 
results are not yet available but it is evi 
dent that when they are secured they Ww! 
solve the problem of just what the factors 
are that lend the greatest quality and pal- 
atability to the meat we eat.

It was while inspecting these young- 
sters that Manager Kenneth McGregor announced the recent sale 
of the May 1928 calf Ensign of Page 11th 421233 to go to the head 
of the Iowa State College herd at Ames, Iowa, he having been se- 
lected by Professor Stephenson and Herdsman George Edwards 
only the week prior to the picnic. He is a grandson of the In- 
ternational grand champion bull Blackcap Revolution and has 
for dam the famous old cow Eline E. 2d 155531, foundress of all 
of the famous Eline cattle in the Hartley herd—the daughter of 
Imp. Earl Eric of Ballindalloch and Imp. Eline of Balmoral. 

Eline E. 2d was calved in April, 1911, and is therefore now 
in her twentieth year. Great was the rejoicing about the Hart- 
ley farms picnic morning when Billie Edwards announced that 
the grand oid lady had just presented another fine bull calf. By 
the way she seems to be Billie’s standby.

Hedrick, Iowa, long famed as an Aberdeen-Angus center is 
again coming into her own. Tarry a moment and we’ll tell you why. 

Hustling up the pavement north from Ottumwa, Jack stood 
suddenly up on his heels and whirled into a wide side road branch- 
ing to the east. This highway which happens to be one of the best 
kept dirt roads in all Iowa leads directly up to the little town of 
Hedrick, Iowa, home of Col. Cooper and the renowned Enlate. Dick 
and I took a bite to eat and turned into the road that leads straight 
to Col. Cooper’s front gate half.a mile east of town. 

A pair of stone pillars mark the entrance to the drive which 
leads to the garage just back of the house which stands to the left 
as one enters. At the right is a beautifully laid out flower garden, 
an inspiration to anyone loving nature and the beautiful. 

“Hello there, come in” came from the screened porch. There 
was no “Bill” Cooper in sight. Old Polly was acting as a reception 
committee. Soon Mrs. Cooper and daughter Dorothy who had just 
that afternoon returned from her studies at the University of Iowa 
came to greet us. In a moment Bill returned from the postoffice. 

“Dropped in to spend the evening” was the information given 
our host. “Not by a jug full,” says Bill, “You are going to stay 
all night with us and 
then run out to the 
pastures to take a look 
in the morning.” We 
had no idea as to what 
might be in_ those 
pastures so we agreed 
to visit the pastures 
next morning. You 
know the evenings are 
all too short when a 
bunch of Aberdeen-An- 
gus fans get together, 
and this was no excep- 
tion.

Through it 
winds a creek which has washed away all the soil beneath it so the 
cool clear water hurries along over a solid rock bed. Here the cat- 
tle may drink and the hogs may wallow to their heart’s delight 
without even so much as becoming soiled with mud. 

We jumped the creek, that is Bill and Carl did, but I fell short 
as usual so we know wherof we speak when referring to the water 
as being cool. Up the long hillside to the far corner of the pasture

R. 61744 and Effie of Laggan 
62229, both of Grant breeding. 

Some were daughters of Eline 
Marshall 366580, an own son of the 
world renowed Earl Marshall who 
produced more International grand 
champions than any other bull of 
the Aberdeen-Angus or any other 
breed of cattle. Eline’s dam is 
Eline E. 11th 244614 a daughter of 
Eston of Denison and Imp. Eline 
of Balmoral 61747 bred by His 
Majesty the King. This is the 
foundation cow of the famous 
Eline tribe that has been so prom- 
inent in Aberdeen-Angus circles 
for many years. To these two 
bulls Col. Cooper attributes the 
splendid females now roaming his 
timber pastures. Among these good 
cows were pointed out numerous 
Blackcaps of the best tribes, Eisa, Evergreen, Enchantress and El- 
ba Ericas and a number of splendid Miss Burgess. That’s the kind 
of a foundation this herd is being built upon and its a good one. 
These cows and heifers are being pasture bred to Enlate Marshall, 
a son of Enlate out of an Earl Marshall dam—and he is a & 
thick, well made bull with plenty of stretch and depth, a g 
strong wide back and good head and tail setting and close to the 
ground.

The big, weighty 
steer with plenty of age is going rapidly and in his stead the cow 
herd must be increased to provide the required tonnage of beef. 
This then will take care of a certain portion of the heifers for sey. 
eral years. By that time replacement will be necessary and the 
heifers, or at least a good portion of the better ones will be requir- 
ed for that purpose. A fairly steady market, at good levels for 
quality beef tends to invite the marketing of the heifers not de- 
cidedly desirable for replacement, through the feedlot. All one 
needs to do to get some idea along this line of thought is to sit 
down and do a little figuring. 

In the estimation of the Journal it is high time that hundreds 
more commercial herds of Aberdeen-Angus cattle be founded. A 
shortage will be upon us before thing can possibly be accomplish- 
ed. The vanishing pastures of the West make it necessary to look 
well after the stocking of corn belt farms with high quality cows 
and outstanding herd bulls. 

Feeder cattle are not going to be any too plentiful this com- 
ing fall. In fact we are able to contract the 1929 calves just as 
fast as the producers make known what they will have to sell. Al- 
ready a good share of the 1929 crop, even some calves yet unborn, 
have been chosen for certain feed bunks in the corn belt country.

Last season it seems that 
a great amount of trouble was experienced 
because of the presence of barley scale 
which impaired the crop as a feed to quite 
a considerable extent. The University has 
done some research along this line and will 
continue to attempt to discover a remedy 
for this disease. He gave several compar- 
isons experienced in their feed lots and an- 
nounced that the results of these experi- 
ments might be had in detail by applying 
to the department at the University. The 
subject was somewhat out of the ordinary 
for a cattle meeting, nevertheless before 
Professor Rusk had finished it was not dif- 
ficult to gather the vital connection. 

Just east of the school house a short dis- 
tance is the J. E. Brown & Sons farms. It 
was so close by that the crowd walked over 


balanced lot of good strong calves, with 
good tops, plenty of width and stretch and 
close to the ground.

Because 
of the pastures being so far from home he 
unlike most of the breeders in that section 
has the bulk of his calves come along in the 
winter months when the cows are at home 
where he can look after them. 

The last call for the day was slated for 
Willet Downey’s place. This young man 
first became identified with Aberdeen-An- 
gus through Calf Club work. In fact he 
was the first Mercer county boy ever to win 
at the Chicago International. Now Willet 
has two car loads of fine calves on feed. 
It was worth while to spend a half hour in 
Willet’s feed lots, there to study the type 
of calves he is working with. He has his 
calves well along now and it is plainly evi- 


dent that he will be right at the top when 
he sends them to market. Willet has but a 
few pure bred cows so has to buy all his 
feeders. That he is capable of making good 
selections was clearly shown that day for 
the calves were decidedly even in scale and 
type and quality. 

Here the party broke up for the day. Dick 
was assigned to jthe Brown boys home 
where he experienced a most enjoyable time 
even though he made it miserable for some 
of the folks. But boys will be boys—and 
that’s that. 

Messrs. Thornton and McWhorter and 
Secretary Tomhave and myself went to 
town for dinner.

Soak one tablespoon of gelatine in one-third 
cupful cold water five minutes. Melt one- 
half square of chocolate, add two table- 
spoons sugar, one table spoon boiling water 
and one-half cupful hot milk.

Beat four egg 
yolks, add one-fourth cupful sugar, one and 
one-half tablespoons corn starch and one- 
half teaspoon salt.

Thirteen groups of experimentally .-fed 
steers will have a profitable story of “dol- 
lars and cents” value to tell you the 30th 
of July, Tuesday. 

Eleven groups of calves, one group of 
yearlings and one group of two-year-olds 
have been on feed since last November, and 
they are unraveling some worth-while facts.

Otto V. Battles of the firm of Congdon &

judge at the recent Perth show and sale.

It is, I assure you, both a pleasure and a 
privilege to be one of you here today as a 
guest of the Hartley Stock Farm. I have 
long had a desire to attend one of the Hart- 
ley Stock Farm picnics which have become 
so widely and so favorably known as to at- 
tract visitors from the most widely separat- 
ed points of the country, and Kenneth Mc- 
Gregor’s invitation which came to me sev- 
eral weeks ago to come here today and tell 
you something of what I observed on my 
recent visit to Great Britain afforded me a 
good excuse to come this year and I am 
glad that I came, notwithstanding the fact 
that by the time I reach home it will have 
been necessary for me to travel nearly 4,000 
miles. 

Greatly as I appreciated the honor of be- 
ing invited to judge at the Perth Show held 
in Scotland last February, no less did I ap- 
preciate Kenneth McGregor’s invitation to 
come here today. I have known Kenneth 
McGregor for a great many years—in fact 
since he was a young boy in his teens—and 
as the years have passed I have come to 
value his friendship more and more. I have 
known the Hartleys for a shorter time but 
nevertheless I feel very well acquainted 
with them, also. May I relate a recent in- 
cident which brought me a very keen ap- 
preciation of the younger of the Hartley 
brothers connected with this farm? It oc- 
curred at the Jubilee Dinner held during the 
Perth Show in commemoration of the 50th 
Anniversary of the Founding of the British 
Society. It was a brilliant occasion. The 
room in which it was held—the main din- 
ing room of the fine Station Hotel at Perth 
—was beautifully decorated. The guests 
were in evening clothes with here and there 
the resplendent full dress kilt uniform of 
the Scotch army officer lending additional 
color to the scene. Around the speakers’ 
table sat gifted orators of England and 
Scotland—among them peers of the realm, 
Oxford, Cambridge, and Rugby men. When 
my turn came I spoke with an embarrassed 
effort for America and sat down relieved 
but not free from suspense because I knew 
that very shortly my young friend, Guilford 
Hartley, would be called upon to respond 
for Canada in the place of his partner, Ken- 
neth McGregor, who because of a sad mis- 
fortune could not be there. Realizing his 
extreme youth and also his lack of advance 
notice I wondered how young Mr. Hartley 
would carry it off. However, when the 
time came, much to my joy he gave one cf 

the best talks of the evening. It was a 
speech which brought wild acclaim from 
that notable gathering—a speech full of 
tact and diplomacy that did much to pro- 
mote a more intimate relationship between 
our Scotch hosts and ourselves. Needless 
to say the other two Americans present 
bend proud of their fellow-countryman that 
ight. 


I had always had a desire to visit Great 
Britain, the mother country of practically 
all the great breeds of domestic animals. I 
felt that much could be learned by exam- 
ining our breed in the country of its origin 
—Scotland—and by studying the methods 
employed by Scotch breeders, and in neither 
case was I disappointed. 

I say frankly that it was with consider- 
able hesitancy that I accepted the invita- 
tion to judge at Perth. I had somehow 
gained the impression that there is a dif- 
ference of type between Scotch and Amer- 
ican Aberdeen-Angus. I feared the possi- 
bility of upsetting the ideas of the Scotch 
and English exhibitors by favoring the 
type which is preferred in America as 
against a somewhat different type common 
to Britain. My first casual inspection of 
the cattle in the barns directly after my ar- 
rival at Perth immediately put me at my 
ease, however. I saw at once that with the 
exception of the exceedingly large number 
of animals to be judged the task of sorting 
out the winners would be very much the 
same as one would encounter at any of 
our big American shows. There was this 
difference, however, the animals were prac- 
tically all young. As an illustration, out 
of a total of 866 exhibited at Perth only 31 
bulls were calved before December 1927 and 
of the females but 64 were born before that 
date. Another point upon which 1 was to be 
disillusioned was that of condition. I was 
surprised to find the cattle as a whole as 
well fitted as those seen at American shows 
of corresponding importance. There were, 
however, no stale or over fitted animals in 
the entire show yard. This may be account- 
ed for to some extent by the fact that the 
majority of them were too young to have 
reached the stage of over-ripeness which to 
most of us is extremely objectionable. We 
saw at neither Perth nor Aberdeen any ag- 
ed cows carrying an unwholesome amount 
of fat such as are so frequently seen at 
American shows, and whose usefulness in 
some instances at least is limited to the 
prizes they are capable of winning in com- 
petition with their more productive sisters. 
My observations at the Scotch shows 
strengthened my opinion that we in Amer- 
ica can profitably revise our classifications 
to the exclusion of some of the older 
classes, particularly in the case of females, 
or at least enforce the rule which we now 
have that a cow past three years old must 
be a producer. 

There is a reason besides youth for the 
fresh bloom of the Scotch show cattle. It 
has to do with the method by which they 
are fed. A large portion of the ration used 
by the Scotch fitter is composed of succu- 
lent, cooling feeds. Turnips are used ex- 
tensively. They are to be seen on every 
hand in Scotland. We saw stacks of them 
on the farms and at the show yards and 
hundreds of acres of them still in the 
ground. Some are fed whole while others 
are passed through root cutters. One of 
the most interesting sights I first saw on 
entering the show barns at Perth was a 
big black bull munching at a huge turnip 
very much as a person would eat an apple. 
If turnips form an important part of the 
food supply of show cattle they are of no 
less importance in the maintenance of the 
breeding herds. This popular root and its 
companion, straw, are responsible in a large 
measure for the economic production of the 
Scotch cattle. The Scotch make use of their 
straw for feed instead of for the purpose 
of bedding down their animals. A thresh-

We, no doubt, saw the breedi 
Scotland at their worst.

Confined as » 
great many of them are in stone poled, 
not too well ventilated in some instances— 
might have a tendency to promote disease 
and decrease vigor. I saw, however, no jn. 
dication of constitutional weaknesses, Trye 
it is that tuberculosis is more prevalent 
there than in this country but not to the 
extent that it is seriously regarded nor are 
the protective measures against it as rigid 
as those employed in the United States and 
Canada. 

Under the methods mentioned Scotch 
breeders have for centuries produced the 
best cattle of the world. We should, there- 
fore, grant that they have good reasons for 
the practices which differ somewhat from 
our own. In my opinion they are justly de- 
serving of the distinction—“master stock- 
men of the world.” 

Present conditions point to an over sup- 
ply of Aberdeen-Angus breeding’ stock in 
the British Isles. The recent sales reflected 
this situation in no uncertain way by lower 
averages than have prevailed for a number 
of years past. In view of the territorial 
limitations of the country I am forced to 
wonder if the saturation point has not been 
reached. A continued foreign outlet is the 
only condition that will warrant any in- 
crease in production or even the mainten- 
ance of the present volume unless more 
British farmers can be interested in cross- 
ing bulls. It was quite apparent to me that 
the rank and file of animals consigned to 
the sales which I attended sold below their 
worth and in some instances probably be- 
low their cost of production. I saw any 
number of fine bulls and females sell as 
low as twenty-five and thirty guineas. The 
outstanding tops sold very well, indeed,—in 
fact higher than the same class of animals 
would have brought in America at that 
time—but outstanding animals are rare, ev- 
en in Scotland. Furthermore, general aver- 
ages furnish the barometer by which every 
business must be guided. What I learned 
in Scotland caused me to wonder whether 
our continued high pressure urge in this 
country for more production of live stock is 
the better part of wisdom. Surely the dras- 
tic per capita decrease in the consumption 
of beef which has taken place within the 
last two years would indicate that either 
production must be held within reasonable 
bounds or a determined effort made to 
stimulate consumption if cattle raisers of 
the United States are to have assurance 0 
continued prosperity. 

Some cattle were bought at both Perth 
and Aberdeen for export but the number 
was small in comparison with the total sold. 
It was a most amazing thing to me to see 
so many absorbed by the home_ market. 
England took some, so also did Ireland, but 
by far the greater proportion remained in 
Scotland, as I have pointed out, however, 
at unsatisfactory prices to the seller im 
many instances.

We inspected a number of the more 
prominent herds of Scotland and failed to 
see others of equal importance which were 
included in our original itinerary but I am 
sure that we saw a very representative lot. 
Among those visited were Mulben, Aberlour, 
Kinermony, Glenfarclas, Ballindalloch, Bal- 
lintomb, Clury, and Doonholm. Quality rath- 
cer than numbers might appropriately be des- 
ignated as the slogan of the Scotch breeder. 
‘hey have by careful selection and through 
a long process of constructive breeding built 
their herds up to a point where mediocre 
animals seldom appear. Comparing Scotch 
and American Aberdeen-Angus | would 
say that the the Scotch cattle have nicer 
heads, more style, smoother tail settings 
and—in the bulls paricularly—mozre size. 
American cattle excell in thickness, possibly 
in low-setness, and early maturity. These 
comparisons are of a general scope and they 
might be reversed or at least modified 
if made applicable to certain individual 
herds of either country. One thing that 
was made strikingly plain to me was the 
value placed by old country breeders on 
reputations of long standing. This was very 
clearly demonstrated by the high average 
receipts in the Perth and Aberdeen auction 
sales for consignments from the herds of 
established merit compared with the gen- 
eral average. British breeders recognize 
quality by being willing to pay what it is 
worth and by their reluctance to part with 
it. These two factors have contributed very 
materially to the present high average eX 
cellence of their animals. 

I do not wish to be understood as alto- 
gether favoring Scotch Aberdeen-Angus In 
preference to those of the American conti- 
nent but I do think that we can profitably 
adopt some of the Scotch practices and fur- 
thermore I believe that .good will result 
from the introduction of some of this for- 
eign blood into our own herds. My inten- 
tion has been to present to you my own 
personal views and observations and I beg 
you to accept them as such should they be 
right or should they be wrong.
